th at doesn't mean th a t any of us should so be possessed w ith it th a t 
we forget all about the things possible for it to bring. 
W* must have som ething definite in mind when we exercise this 
patience ai ones. We m ust remember th a t st is a food! 
I have been interested in a young painter, by the name of Tumi 
Luchioni. whose work was called lo mn attention a year or so ago. 
His 
paintings are an example of infinite patience, for all arc executed w ith 
such exactness and understanding th a t they almost spring to life—even 
though his loveliest exam ples are those of .still life. 
W hen he paints a 
fabric, you almost feel as though you could stroke its life-like texture. I 
am told he often spends days upon a single detail, such as a shadow, or a 
fold, or ti highlight in a flower. B ut this great patie nce has brought him 
recognition and fame. 
Our greatest writers have nearly always been m en and women of 
great patience, 
Conrad’s m anuscripts are almost impossible to read be­ 
cause of their changes and interlining. And I was reading of a favorite 
author th e other evening who stated th a t lie often rewrote his things as 
many times a a dozen. We little dream of the patience of those who have 
left great art for our pleasure and inspiration. 
Very few things an ' ever accomplished excepting after great pains and 
labor and under circum stances of patience of the rn os. discouraging sort. 
Ed Howe, tile K ansas editor and philosopher, wrote a t reat book call­ 
ed "The Story of a Country Town'* when he was a young m an. He tells 
inc that he wrote it mostly at night, with the old oil lamp in the kitchen 
en the dining room table. 
He sent it to several publishers afd r it was 
finished—but they all turned it down. Then he set it up him self in his 
small country tit wspaper office and after such men as W illiam Dean 
Howell;, and Mark Twain had read it, they acclaimed it a great book. and the 
I same publishers who had once turned it down. wrote w anting to publish 
I it 
Several editions have since appeared, though it was w ritten over a 
half a century atm. Faith and patience saved it. 
Faith anc! pl lance are going to save us all!
